How to Kill Mosquitoes. 


"Mosquito time is here! Gird on 


your swatting armour and go forth 
One moment, however, before you 
go;—'the female is more deadly than 
the male.' 


"Among mosquitoes the members 


of the 'fair1 sex are fierce blood suck- 
ers who inject an irritating poison 
into our skins, and they may accom- 
pany the dose of toxin with a few 
fever germs. 
The males lead 


comparatively tame existence, sub- 
sisting on the juices of plants and 
fruits." 
So says a member of the 


University of Wisconsin biology de- 
partment. 


"There is little danger" he con- 


tinue"., "of mnliu.'al or other mos- 
quito-born infection in Wisconsin 
The speckle-winged Anopheles, the 
malarial mosquito, hiberates during 
the winter in our attics, cellars, and 
closets, but the absence of infected 
people and our low annual mean tem- 
perature will prevent malaria ever 
becoming prevalent ui this state, 
However, the presence of our many 
lakes and other standing water of- 
ten make mosquitoes an intolerable 
pest. 


"The female mosquito gorges her- 


self with blood in order that the eggs 
may have abundant nourishment 
She deposits her little egg raft on the 
surface of quiet water during the 
night and it floats there until the 
larvae hatch. 
The larvae are the 


'wigglers' or 'wiggle-tails' which are 
see nin ponds and rain water barrels 
the world over. 
Though mosquito 


larvae always develop in water, they 
come to the surface. 
After a few 


days the larva sheds Its skin and 
becomes a big-headed pupa which 
rests at the surface until it splits 
up the back to allow the adult mos- 
c(ui)to to emerge. 
This emerging 


business is a delicate operation which 
cannot be carried out successfully 
during -windy 
weather. 
That is 


one reason why there are more mos- 
quitoes on quiet evenings. 


"The best way to get rid of mos- 


quitoes is to destroy their breeding 
places, for the adults never fly far. 
This not only means draining swamps 
and filling in ponds, but gathering up 
tomato cans, putting netting over 
horse troughs and rain water bar- 
rels, and watching the eave troughs. 
If it is impossible to get rid of 
standing water near your premises, 
oil placed on ponds will kill the lar- 
vae when they come upto breathe. 
Kerosene or any light fuel oil will 
serve for this purpose. 
About one 


ounce of oil will cover fifteen square 
feet. 
Applications should be made 


once a week:"

How to Kill Mosquitoes. 


"Mosquito .time is here! Gird on 


your swatting-armour and go forth. 
One moment, however, before you 
go; 
-the female is inore deadly than 


the .male.' 
.'.'Among mosquitoes the members 


of the 'fair' sex are fierce blood suck- 
ers who inject an Irritating poison 
into our skins, and they may accom- 
pany the dose of toxin with a few 
fever germs. ' The males lead if 
comparatively tame existence, sub- 
sisting on the juices of plants and 
fruits." 
So says a member ^of the 
University of'Wisconsin biology de- 
partment. 
"There Is little danger" he con- 


tinue?, "of inalai.'al or other mos- 
quito-born Infection in Wisconsin. 
The speckle-winged Anopheles, the 
malariai-rmosquito, hiberates during 
the winter in our attics, cellars, and 
closets, but the absence of infected 
people and our low annual mean tem- 
perature will prevent malaria ever 
becoming prevalent in this :state; 
However, the presence of our many 
lakes and other standing water of- 
ten make mosquitoes an intolerable 
pest."The female mosquito gorges her- 
self with blood in order that the eggs 
may have abundant nourlshmelatj.'. 
She deposits her little egg raft on the 
surface of quiet water during the 
night and it floats there until the 
larvae hatch. 
The larvae are the 


'wigglers' or 'wiggle-tails' which are 
see nin ponds and rain water barrels 
the world over. 
Though mosquito 


larvae always develop in. water, they 
come to. the surface. 
After a few 


days the larva sheds its skin and 
-becomes a big-headed pupa which 
rests at the surface until it splits 
up the back to allow the adult mos- 
quifto to -emerge. .This emerging 
business is a delicate operation which 
cannot, be carried out successfully 
during '-windy' "'weather.'"*TThat is 
-one reason .why-there .are more mos- 
quitoes on quiet evenings. 


"The best way to get rid of mos- 


quitoes is to destroy their breeding 
places, for the adults never fly far. 
This not only means draining swamps 
and filling in ponds; but gathering up 
tomato cans, putting netting over 
horse troughs and rain water barr- 
rels. and watching the eave troughs. 
If it is impossible to get rid of 
standing water near your premises, 
oil placed on ponds will kill the lar- 
vae when they come upto breathe. 
Kerosene or any light fuel oil will 
serve for this --purpose. 
About one 


ounce of oil will cover fifteea square 
feet.

once a. week!"

pitted, against.an army of 20,000 men 
under the greatest military leader; per- 
haps, that Mexico ever produced. 


Plans for Any War. 


While the war college was preparing 


for campaigns In Mexico it was not for- 
getting the possibility of campaigns 
elsewhere'and of possible 'defensive 
campaigns in Panama and on tho west 
coast of the United States. Of course 
it. will be readily understood what 
country the war college men had in 
mlnd.w.hen they were discussing plans 
for the protection of .the country west 
of the Rockies and the Isthmus of 
Panama against attack. 


It is a fact that today, if the United 


Slates should be thrown into war with 
England, with Germany, with France, 
with Italy, with Russia, with Japan, or 
with any-other country, plans instantly 
would be forthcoming from the war 
college for the conducting of such, land 
operations as might bo necessary-The 
naval war college would produce Its 
sea' fighting plans and it would be 
found that no matter what nation, 
small or ."great, had made tbe declara- 
tion of war, there would be ready a 
complete scheme of operations offen- 
sive and defensive for use by the Uni- 
ted States land and naval forces. 


No Hope of Early Adjournment. 
While a good many members' of 


coEfress, possibly a majority, have 
been showing every desire to com- 
pass an adjournment without passing 
some of the legislation which tho 
president. has been insistent shall 
be taken up at this session, there 
[s - a current belief that Mr. Wil- 
son has told the leaders of his party 
that the legislation must be passed 
and that . congress must stay .at its 
work.

COMPLETE SCHEME OF INVASION 


OF MEXICO WAS PREPARED 


BY WAR COLLEGE. 


LIKE SCOTT'S AND TAYLOR'S 


Experienced Officer* Have Drawn Up 


Details of Operation! for Uie In 


Armed Conflict With Any 


Nation on Earth. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—When the first note of 


War's alarm was heard the instant 
query was, "how well prepared Is the 
United State for eventualities?" 
In 


a previous dispatch It was told liow 
the Quartermaster's department was 
ready to feed and clothe three big 
armies and that the chances were 
there would be no repetition of the 
scandal of unpreparedness which was 
an affliction of the Spanish war days. 


An army must be fed, clothed and 


armed, but there are other things 
necessary for proper preparation for 
the war. 
In the city of Washington 


there Is a war college, an army Insti- 
tution In which officers of advanced 
rank "go to school again." It Is one 
of the duties of the war college to 
study stragedy and to lay plans for 
possible conflict with any nation on 
earth. 


When.the first sign came that war 


with Mexico was possible the war col- 
lege gave to the authorities a com- 
plete plan for the Invasion by armed 
forces of the Spanish-American coun- 
try. 
In fact it gave several plans, 


each one of which was Intended to 
meet certain contingencies of cam- 
paigning. 
Long before the fleet was 


sent to Vera Cruz the army men had 
taken a thought on the possibility 
that 
Huerta, 
Carranza' and 
Villa 


might join forces against the United 
States. 
One plan of campaign, the 


most comprehensive one, was 
pre- 


pared to meet just such a condition. 


Another plan took cognizance of the 


possibility or probability 
that Car- 


ranza and Villa would not resent an 
invasion of Mexico If the object of 
the invaders was to drive Huerta 
from the capital and to set up a con- 
stitutional government. This plan of 
campaign was less elaborate than the 
other, but it was based on the best 
thought which some thirty or forty 
army officers of long service could 
bring to bear on life subject. 


Much Like Scott's Plans. 


It may seem a curious thing, but 


the plans for campaigning In Mexico 
In a general way were those which 
were adopted by Scott and by Taylor 
In the Mexican war of the late forties. 
This is the more peculiar perhaps be- 
cause the entire system of fighting 
has changed since the Scott days, the 
greatest change having come within 
the last twenty years. Army men say 
that General Scott was a fine strate- 
gist and that moreover he was an 
adept at discovering the 
lines of 


least resistance for an effective cam 
paig'n. 


An army going from Vera Cruz to 


Mexico City today would follow the 
line of march that Scott took. 
No 


better route has been found notwith- 
standing the fact that modern weap- 
ons and the open order method of 
fighting change tactics as necessarily 
as they must change some forms of 
strategy. 


It l&understood that the plans which 


the war colleges prepared for trouble 
in Mexico also include a scheme for 
a northern campaign much like that 
which was put into operation by Gen- 
eral Taylor, who fought so successful- 
ly against the Mexicans and who won 
one battle with an army of 5,000 men 
pitted against an army of 20,000 men 
under the greatest military leader, per- 
haps, that Mexico ever produced. 


Plans for Any War. 


While the war college was preparing 


for campaigns In Mexico it was not for- 
getting the possibility of campaigns 
elsewhere and of possible defensive 
campaigns In Panama and on the west 
coast of the United States. Of course 
it will be readily understood what 
country the war college men had in 
mind when they were discussing plans 
for the protection of the country west 
of the Rockies and the Isthmus of 
Panama against attack. 


It is a fact that today, if the United 


States should be thrown into war with 
England, with Germany, with France, 
with Italy, with Russia, with Japan, or 
with any other country, plans Instantly 
would be forthcoming from the war 
college for the conducting of such land 
operations as might be necessary. The 
naval war college would produce Its 
sea fighting plans and it would be 
found that no matter what nation, 
small or great, had made the declara- 
tion of war, there would be ready a 
complete scheme of operations offen- 
sive and defensive for use by the Uni- 
ted States land and naval forces. 


No Hope of Early Adjournment. 
While a good many members of 


cor\.Tess, possibly a majority, have 
been showing ever}- desire to com- 
pass an adjournment without passing 
some of the legislation which the 
president has been Insistent shall 
be taken up at this session, there 
is a current belief that Mr. Wil- 
son has told the leaders of his party 
that the legislation must be passed 
and that congress must stay at Its 
work.

TWO QUITE COMMON ERRORS 


Value of Application of Oil to Wood Is 


Misunderstood—Real Working 


of "Suction." ' 


Nearly everyone thinks that oil will 


make anything slippery and that it 
will decrease friction between any 
two sliding surfaces. This Is not so; 
for oil poured on wood will actually 
increase 
friction, and It has been 


found generally that anything used as 
a lubricant that ia absorbed by the 
thing lubricated will have, the opposite 
effect from the desired one. Wood fric- 
tion will be decreased by soap or 
graphite, because these are not ab- 
sorbed by wood. 


Another thing that is a popular mis- 


conception Is the ordinary meaning 
of the word suction. There is no such 
thing as suction used in this way. A 
so-called suction pump, for instance, 
does not suck up water; the water is 
pushed up by the air pressure on the 
water in the well. All one does in the 
act of pumping is to take the air from 
the top of the water in the pipe, and

It was accompanied by an 


amendment, also without a recom 
mendation either way, which declares 
that the repeal action by the United 
States congress does not in any way 
suggest or intend to suggest that this 
country shall by the action forfeit any 
of its treaty rights, or Intends so to do 
in the future. 


This amendment seemingly is ac- 


ceptable to the administration, for it 
does not in any way affect the pro- 
posed legislation, and it probably is 
intended merely as a gratuity to mem- 
bers of congress who havo opposed 
the administration's position, (t seems 
to be the belief of the majority of 
legislative thinkers in Washington that 
the tolls repeal bill will go through 
the senate by a small majority, there- 
by upholding the president in his ap- 
peal on the subject to congress. 


Honor to Barry's Memory. 


The unveiling of the statue of' Com- 


modore John Barry on May 16 of this 
year adds another to tho memorials 
of American Heroes now standing 
in the city of Washington. Barry's 
sea service to the American colo- 
nies during the Revolutionary war 
was of a high order, second only, 
probably, to that of John Paul Jones, 
although there are many men who 
think Barry's record should stand on 
a plane with that of the Scotch- 
American who carried the war into 
the enemy's waters and won two of 
the famous naval battles of the con- 
flict 


Before long, It Is believed, the 


money necessary will be subscribed 
to erect in Washington a statue to 
Admiral Francois Joseph 
Paul de 


Grasse, the French naval commander 
.who, by blockading the British squad- 
ron at the mouth of Chesapeake bay 
in October, ITgl, helped to force the 
capitulation of Cornwallls and the sur- 
render to Washington of the British 
forces at Yorktown. 


The Sons of the Revolution organi- 


zation as represented in the Washing- 
ton chapter has endorsed a resolution 
to make every effort to secure the 
funds necessary for the erection of 
tho statue to de Grasse, 
It Is prob- 


able it will be erected in Lafayette 
square immediately opposite the White 
House. 


The Washington chapter of the Sons 


of the Revolution a few days ago 
made a trip to Yorktown and with 
them as their guest went J. J. Jus- 
serand, the French ambassador to the 
United States. It was while on this 
trip that the chapter adopted a reso- 
lution to secure the funds for tho 
erection of a suitable statue to de 
Grasse.

The scene of Washington's great 


victory, made possible by tho aid of 
the French, has been spoken of as a 
tottering village. 
It is more than a 


bit decrepit with age, but its years 
have been honorable and in this lie 
the hope and the belief that the Amer- 
ican people will exert themselves to 
save the historic places in the village 
from the decay that threatens. 


Where the York river joins Issues 


with the Chesapeake bay lies York- 
town. You can reach the placo'where 
Washington overcame Cornwallis by 
a water journey from Norfolk that 
takes little more than an hour. The 
trip and the interest that lies at Its 
end pay compound percentages on the 
time invested. 


Here and there in Yorktown are 


substantial 
old 
dwellings 
of 
the 


colonial period. They will outlast tho 
buildings of a later day, for they were 
founded on the rock of honest con- 
struction. 
One old place has tower- 


ing chimneys that, with tho rest of 
the house, havo a time-weary look, 
but dissolution is not in sight because 
the builders builded well. This Is the 
Thomas Nelson home, and for a time 
Cornwallls made it his headqaarters, 
a fact which came to the knowledge 
of the owner, who was with Wash- 
ington in the ranks of the besiegers. 


Had His Own House Bombarded. ' 
Colonel Nelson went to the coin- 


mander-in-chief and told him that the 
British general was in his house, and 
that if guns could be brought to bear 
with the residence as a mark, Corn- 
wallis might be crushed under the fall- 
ing walls if there were a good heavy 
gun marksman in the American army. 
They tell you today in Yorktown that 
Colonel Nelson told his chi?,f he would 
sacrifice fifty homesteads if he owned 
them to put Cornwallis on the hos- 
pital list. 


The American gunners fired away 


at the walls of the Nelson home and 
hit them three or four times. Corn- 
wallis was there, but it did not take 
him long to learn the drift of the 
shooting, and he took refuge In a cave 
under a parapet'^of brick work and 
sand, and there he lay safely.

Wheat Seeding About 


Finished. 


Tho writer hns just roturned from 


an extensive trip through the Prov- 
inces of Mfl.nl to bo, Saskatchewan and 


• 
Alberta, in Western Canada. The crop 
conditions are the very beet, and no 
ouo locality Booms to have an advan- 
tage over another In this respect The 
uaJforralty In growth Is remarkable, 
and tn all parts of the three provinces 
spring -wheat at the time of writing, 
May 10th, Is well above the ground 
from two to three Inches. Consider- 
able fall plowing was done last year,

army, but had .resigned, and at the period .'in' 
question-he lived on a farm some'distance-out o'f- 
St. Louis, on the Gravois road,. 


(But, in order to make it clear howth-is .state of 


affairs came about, one .must go "baclc a few steps 
—in fact, to the boyhood of .'Grant, who was born 
at Point Pleasant, Ohio, April'27, 11822. "His name 
was Ulysses Hiram, 
His mothed/used jokingly 


to eay to him: 
"Be sure you don't become use- 


less!" Not- much is known about 'his early youth,.' 
except that'at'.eight years of.age -ho, could ride 
horseback standing on one loot. He had remark- 
able skill with horses, and"a story is told of his 
volunteering to bestraddle, at a circus, aii unman- 
ageable pony which nobody else dared tackle. At 
tho bidding of, the ringmaster .a large monkey 
jumped up behind, him ou the horse, and'thencu. 
upon his .shoulders, holding on to Oils .hair, but. 
he hung on like grim.death, unperturbed. 


Another anecdote has to.do with a .horse which 


his father sent him to buy. "How much did your 
father tell you to pay for it?" asked the owner 
of tho animal. "Ho told me," replied the boy, "to 
offer you $50, and if you would not take that to 
mako it $55 or even ?.CO, if necessary." 
• 


Naturally, the man said that the price of the 


horso was $GO. Whereupon the lad added: "But 
I have made vp -my mini! not to pay you more 
than $50, .and you can take that or nothing." 


Ho got tbo horse for ?50. 
It so happened that General Hamer, the mem- 


ber of congress from that district, was a'friend 
of Grant's father, and he took-the trouble to 
obtain for Ulysses an- appointment at. West Point,. 
In sending in the requisite papers, he mixed up 
the name of Ulysses with -that of his brother, 
Simpson, so that'young Grant found'himself put 
down on the roster of cadets as U. S, Grant. This 
accident earned for him at the'Point the nick- 
name of "Uncle Sam"—afterward abbreviated to 
"Sam/' by which, title of intimacy he was known 
for many years after he left the military academy. 


He is described.at this period of-liis career as 


an undersized, awlnyard youth, much' freckled, 
with high spirits, and Very careless 'about his. 
dress. 
Many of his fellow-cadets, who prided 


themselves upon .birth and breeding, manifested 
an Inclination to look down upon hlin, because he 
was only a tanner's son.. While at the Point.'he 
distinguished himself chiefly by his horseman- 
ship, and ono leap that he made on horseback ' 
Is said to remain to thls^day an unequaled record ' 
at the academy.

Scarce was-young Grant graduated from West 


Point when he . fell in-love "with a girl named 
Dent,-the .daughter o£ a man who owned consid- 
erable farming property "on the Gravois road,:not 
far from St, Louis. .Her father did not approve 
of tho match, but her mother,.favored it, and the 
upshot of it was that they became engaged. Then 
the Mexican war broke out, in which Grant fought 
with credit, and at the termination of the conflict 
ho >vent back to St. Louis and married the young

Six years later, in 3854, he resigned from the 


army, and. with this'separation from the military 
service began a long struggle . against. poverty. 
He was unable to hold -on to any sort of employ- 
ment, and finally, to.help hiril out, his father-in- 
law offered to give him 40 acres of the .Dent farm, 
on tho condition that he would clear'the timber 
off of It. 
This task he undertook, incidentally 


building a log bouse of four rooms, In which he 
lived with his w^fe and children. 


It was at this time .that he made a'.meager liv- 


ing by hauling wood to town and selling it on 
the streets. Usually he was dressed iii a worn- 
out private soldier's uniform, • • But it is a matter 
of record that he never lost his cheerfulness, 
though everything he tried seemed foredoomed to 
failure. 
He was defeated in his candidacy.^ for 


the place of surveyor of St, Louis countVj and his 
later application for appointment as county engi- 
neer was turned down with the simple indorse- 
ment, "Rejected,"

At length he decided to. abandon his little farm, 


which he had called by the appropriate ;name-of 
Hardacrabble, and .moved with his family to, St. 
Louis. 
There he tried the real estate .business, 


'but, as usual, failed at it. As commonly, happens • 
when a man is persistently unsuccessful, friends 


room quite a while before I knew, he was here. 
It's about so all around. The only evidence you 
have that he's in .any place is that he makes 
things git! ' "Wherever he Is he makes things 
move." 


In later years, .^particularly after he became 


president, Grant was'carefulabout his "attire, but 
during the Civi] war ,he preserved that indiffer- 
ence to costume which had marked him while at 
West Point In the .Vicksburg campaign he wore, 
in place of the usual military liat and'gold cord, 
an old' battered "stovepipe," such as the average 


v private soldier in his army would not have picked 


up Jn the street. ...In-his mouth was always a. 
black cigar, and he seemed to be perpetually 
smoking..-A friend of his, in excuse, said: "Such 
a stovepipe as Grant's should' be allowed to 
smoke." . 
" ' . - . : 


J. R. Ring-wait, author of the "Anecdotes of 


General Grant,!1 says that he was never,wounded, 
though ho constantly and''even recklessly exposed 
himself. He was not merely.- brave, -but insensi- 
ble :to danger,. Of .his war horse,' Cincinnatus, he . 
was devotedly fond. On one .occasion, while rid- 


. ing through a piece of woods In' Virginia during 
a'brlsk engagement, he.arid Colonel Dent .were 
.obliged to cross a brook at a place where the 
fire1 of the .enemy;,.was concentrated and mur- 
derous. A .piece of telegraph wire'had got twist- 


ed around the off hind foot of Cincinnatus, and 
Grant dismounted and untwisted it; examining 
tho leg in a leisurely an'd-deliberate manner, not- 
withstanding the protests of his companion. 
Then, having'mounted again; he said: 
"Dent, 


. when you have got a. horse you1 think a good, 


deal of, you should neyer take any chances with 
him.- If'that wire had . been left, there a-little 
longer,- the animal -would, have gone dead 'lame, 
and he might perhaps have been ruined for life/' 


To which Dent replied:'' "I am your brother-in- 


law, and-want'no ..favors on that account, hut I. 


•' shall -insist upon looking after your personal i', 


.safety,.and if .you are:hurt I will try to do better 
by you than you .did. by me In Mexico." , 


This was an allusion to a happening during the 


Mexican .war, when Dent, having been wounded, 
was picked up by Grant and laid for safety upon, 
a Hat-topped .wall, the idea being that Grant 
should .come back for him-later. 
Unfortunately, 


Dent, rolled off the wall and broke two or three 
rib's, being..much worse hurt thereby than by the 
shot that, had hit him. 


During the siege of Richmond, it is related, 


'Grant was making an inspection of the', docks at 
City Point,, and stopped to look at a couple of 
negroes who were trying to roll a barrel of bacon 
aboard, a boat. 
They were unable to move it, 


and a young lieutenant, standing by, said: 


"Push "harder, you niggers, or go get another 


man.to help you.". 


The Commander-in-chief of the armies of the 


United States thereupon rolled up his sleeves and 
helped, roll, the barrel aboard the boat, wiped his 


.. hands on his handkerchief, and1 walked away, It 


was not until later that the lieutenant, to his 
great mortification, learned who the man was. 


Abraham Lincoln once remarked: 
"Grant is 


the first general I've had. I'll tell you .what. I 
mean, You know how It's been with all the rest. 
'As soon •"• I put a man'In command of tbe army 
he'd com ,:to me with tho plan of a campai'gn, 
and about as much as say, 'I don't believe I 
can do it, but. if you say so I'll try it on'—and so 
put the responsibility of failure or success upon 


• me. 
They all wanted me to be the 
general. 


Now, it Idn't so with Grant. He hasn't told ma 
what his plans are. I don't know, and I don't 
want to know. I am glad to find a man who can 
go ahead without roe."

But soon he came back, saying: "The 
secretary . cent out word that my application 
would go on file," Whereupon.the president, .with 
some show of anger; remarked: 
"You can't put 


your wife 'and .children on. file, can you?" and 
gave him"another note, saying: 
"Present this in 


• person, i and bring me an answer," The answer, 
duly returned, was "No vacancies." Grant wroto 
in red ink across.the face of the note: "Make a 
vacancy, or I will."

PLANS READY 


COMPLETE SCHEME OF INVASION 


OFlMEXICO WAS PREPARED 


BY WAR COLLEGE. 


LIKE SCOTT'S AND TAYLOR'S 


Experienced Officers Have Drawn Up 


Details of Operations for Use In 


Armed: Conflict-With 'Any 


Nation oh Earth.

Washington.—When the first note of 


War's alarm was heard the Instant 
query was, "how well prepared Is the 
United- State for'/eventualities?" 
In 


a previous dispatch It was told how 
the quartermaster's department was 
ready to ; feed and clothe three big 
armies and that the chances were 
there would he ...no'. repetition of the 
scandal of unpreparedness -which was 
an affliction 'of the' Spanish war days. 


- An army must be.fed, clothed and 
armed, but: there are other things 
necessary for proper preparation for 
the war. 
In'the-city of Washington 


there Is a war college, an army Insti- 
tution In which officers of advanced 
rank "go to school again.": It is one 
of the duties of the war college to 
study stragedy and to lay plans for 
possible conflict with any nation on 
earth. 


When :the first sign came that war 


with Mexico was possible the war col- 
lege gave to the authorities a com- 
plete plan for the .Invasion by armed 
forces of the Spanish-American coun- 
try. 
In fact It gave several plans, 


each one of which was Intended to 
meet certain contingencies of cam- 
paigning. 
Long before, the fleet was 


sent to"Vera Cruz the army men had 
taken a thought on the possibility 
that 
Huerta, 
Carranza' and 
Villa 


.might Join forces against the United 
States. 
One plan of campaign, the 


most comprehensive one, was pre- 
pared to meet just such a condition. 


Another plan took cognizance of the 


possibility' or probability that Car- 
ranza and Villa would not resent an 
invasion of Mexico If the object of 
the Invaders was to drive Huerta 
from the capital and to set up a con- 
stitutional government. 
This plan of 


campaign was less elaborate than the 
other, but It was based on the best 
thought which some thirty or forty 
army officers of long service could 
bring to bear on ttfe subject. 


Much Like Scott's Plans. 


It may seem a curious thing, but 


the plans-for campaigning In Mexico 
In a general way were those which 
were adopted by Scott and by' Taylor 
In the Mexican war of the late forties. 
This is the more peculiar perhaps be- 
cause the entire system of fighting 
has changed since the Scott days, the 
greatest change having come within 
the last twenty years.. Army men say 
that General Scott was a fine strate- 
•glst and that moreover he was an 
adept .at discovering the 
lines of 


least resistance for an effective cam 
paign.- 


An army going from Vera Cruz to 


Mexico City today would follow the 
line of march that Scott took. 
No 


better route has been found notwith- 
standing the fact that modern weap- 
ons and the open order method of 
fighting change tactics as necessarily 
as they must change some forms of 
strategy. 


It is«understood that the plans which 


the war colleges prepared for trouble 
in Mexico also Include a scheme for 
a northern campaign much like that 
which was put. Into operation by Gen- 
eral Taylor, who fought so successful- 
ly against'the Mexicans and who won 
one battle with an army of 5,000 men 
pitted against an army of 20,000 men 
under the greatest military leader, per- 
haps, that Mexico ever- produced. 


Plans for Any War. 


While the war college was preparing 


for campaigns In Mexico It was not for- 
getting the possibility of campaigns 
elsewhere' and of possible defensive 
campaigns In Panama and on the west 
coast of the United States. Of course 
It will be readily understood what 
country the war college men had In 
mind when they were discussing plans 
for the protection of the country west 
of the Rockies and the Isthmus of 
Panama against attack. 


It is a fact that today, if the United 


Slates should be thrown into war with 
England, with Germany, with France, 
with Italy, with Russia, with Japan, or 
with any other country, plans Instantly 
would be forthcoming from the war 
college for the conducting of such, land 
operations as might be necessary-The 
naval war college would produce its 
sea fighting plans and It would be 
found that no matter what nation, 
small or great, had made the declara- 
tion of war, there would be ready a 
complete scheme of operations offen- 
sive and defensive for use by the Uni- 
ted States land and naval forces. 


ISIo Hope of Early Adjournment. 
While a good many members of 


corfress, possibly a majority, have 
been showing every desire to com- 
pass an adjournment without passing 
some of the legislation which the 
president 
has been Insistent shall 


be taken up at this session, there 
is a current belief that Mr. Wil- 
son has told the leaders of his party 
that the legislation must be passed 
and that congress must stay ,at its 
work. 


The Mexican situation caused a de- 


lay In the consideration of anti-trust 
measures and even halted for 'a time 
progress'of the appropriation bills. It

Value of Application of Oil to Wood Is 


Misunderstood—Real Working 


of "Suction." ' 


Nearly everyone thinks that oil will 


make anything slippery and that It 
will decrease friction between any 
two sliding surfaces. This Is not so; 
for oil poured on wood will actually 
Increase 
friction, and.it has l.ieen 


found generally that anything used.as 
a lubricant that Is absorbed by the 
thing lubricated will have-the opposite 
effect from the desired one. Wood fric- 
tion will be decreased by soap or 
graphite, because these are not ab- 
sorbed by wood. 


Another thing that Is a popular mis- 


conception Is the ordinary meaning 
of the word suction. There Is no such 
thing as suction used in this way. A 
so-called suction pump, for Instance, 
does not suck up water; the water is 
pushed up by the air pressure on the 
water in the well. All one does In the 
act of pumping Is to take the air from 
the top of the water In the pipe, and

..tolls provision was reported to t:he 
senate without any recommendation 
back of It It was accompanied by an 
amendment* also without a recom- 
mendation either way, which declares 
that the repeal action by the United 
States congress does not In any way 
suggest or intend to suggest that this 
.country'shall by the action forfeit any 
of its treaty rights, or intends so to do 
in the future. 


This amendment seemingly Is ac- 


ceptable to the administration, for It 
does not In any way affect tho pro- 
posed legislation, and it probably Is 
intended merely as a gratuity to mem- 
bers of congress who have opposed 
the administration's position, {t seems 
to be the belief of the majority ot 
legislative thinkers in Washington that 
the tolls repeal bill will go through 
the senate by a small majority, there- 
by upholding the president in his ap- 
peal on the subject to congress. 


Honor to Barry's Memory. 


The unveiling of the statue of' Com- 


modore John Barry on May 16 of this 
year adds another to the memorials 
of American Heroes no* standing 
in tho city of Washington. Barry's 
sea service to the American colo- 
nies during the Revolutionary war 
was of a high order, second only, 
probably, to that of John Paul Jones, 
although there ara many men who 
think Barry's record should stand on 
a plane with' that of tho Scotch- 
American who carried tho war Into 
the enemy's waters and won two of 
the famous naval hattles of the con- 
flict. 


Before long. It is believed, tho 


money necessary will be subscribed 
to erect in Washington a statue to 
Admiral Francois 
Joseph 
Paul de 


Grasse, the French naval commander 
.who, by blockading the British squad- 
ron at the mouth or Chesapeake bay 
In October, 17?1, helped to force the 
capitulation of Cornwallis antf tho sur- 
render to Washington of the British 
forces at Yorktown. 


The Sons of the Revolution organi- 


zation as represented In the Washing- 
ton chapter has endorsed a resolution 
to make every effort to secure tho 
funds necessary for tlle erection of 
the statue to de Grasse. 
It Is prob- 


able it will bo erected In Lafayette 
square Immediately opposite the White 
House. 


The Washington chapter of tho Sons 


of the Revolution a few days ago 
made a trip to Yorktown and with 
them as their guest went J. J. Jus- 
serand, the French ambassador to the 
United States. It was while on this 
trip that the chapter adopted a reso- 
lution to secure tho funds, for the 
erection' of a suitable statue to de 
Grasse. . 


Yorktown Rather Decrepit. 


The scene of Washington's great 


victory, made possible by tho'aid of 
the French, has been spoken of as a 
tottering village. It Is more than a 
bit decrepit with age, but Its years 
have been honorable and In this llo 
the hope and the belief that the Amer- 
ican people will exert themselves to 
save the historic place's In the village 
from the decay that threatens. 


Where the York river joins Issues 


with the Chesapeake bay lies York- 
town. You can reach the plaee'wbere 
Washington overcame Cornwallis by 
a water journey from Norfolk that 
takes little more than an hour. The 
trip and the interest that lies at its 
end pay compound percentages on tho 
time invested. 


Here and there in Yorktown are 


substantial 
old 
dwellings 
of 
the 


colonial period. They will outlast the 
buildings of a later day, for they were 
founded on the rock of honest con- 
struction. 
One old place has tower- 


ing chimneys that, with tho rest of 
the house, have a time-weary look, 
but dissolution is not in sight because 
the builders builded well. This is the 
Thomas Nelson home, and for a time 
Cornwallis made it his headquarters, 
a fact which came to tho knowledge 
of the owner, who was with Wash- 
ington In the ranks of the besiegers. 


Had His Own .House Bombarded. • 
Colonel Nelson went to the com- 


mander-in-chlef and told him that tha 
British general was in his house, and 
that if guns could be brought to bear 
with'the residence as a mark, Corn- 
wallis might be crushed under tho fall- 
ing walls if there were a g;ood heavy 
gun marksman in tho American army. 
They tell you today In Yorktown that 
Colonel Nelson told his chisf he would 
sacrifice fifty homesteads It he owned 
them to put Cornwallis on the hos- 
pital list. 


The American gunners flred away 


at the walls of the Nelson- home and 
hit them' three or four times. Corn- 
wallis was there, but It did not take 
him long to learn the drift of the 
shooting, and he .took refuge In a cave 
under a parapefxof brick work and 
sand, and-there he lay'cafely.

At this season the pastures are often,- 
short or dried up, and in- such'cases 
it is a common mistake of- dairymen 
to let their cow's drop, off in flow/of- 
milk through lack of feed. / Later 
they find It impossible to restore' the.

Good dairy .practice de-

It becomes necessary therefore, to 
supply some'feed to .take'the--place 
of grass.

this is by means of .silage. Silage is 
cheaper .and considerably more- con- 
veint to use than soil crops..

EFFECT OF OATS; ON 
. ' • 


FLAVOR OF MILK; 


It has been ' asserted • by some diix- 


ryrnen that the- febding-of crushed 
oats to cows 'will 'improve the flavor- 
of milk. 
To ascertain the correct- 


ness of. this theory- a series of "ex- 
periments was made by the- Bureau, 
of- Anim'al Industry of .the. United 
Stales.'-'Department ..oh .Agrlcultune 
at the experimental, dairy farm at 
Beltsville, Md., Six cows were used, 
in the--experiment; three were fed a. 
;rain ration of corn meal,, bran, and: 
cottonseed 'meal; ''th# other three 
wore fed: a grain mixture., of five 
parts crushed oats and, one part cot- 
tonseed meal. A number of,samples 
of milk from the. cows fed 
these 


rations, were .submitted ,to various? 
pers'ons "in the ''dairy diiyisio'n and, 
they were' asked to Indicate their,' 
preference'. 
In all 50 opinions were1 


parsed on various samples: Of these, 
16,showed a preference for the milk 
from cows fed on crushed .oats, 25, 
preferred that from the bran,' and:

Th« writer baa Just returned from 


an extensive trip through the PTOT- 
InCM of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, In Western Canada. The crop 
condition! are the very best, and no 
one locality seems to have an advan- 
tage over another In this respect The 
uniformity In growth 1* remarkable, 
and in all parti of the three provinces 
spring wheat at the time of writing, 
Hay 10th, is well above the ground 
from two to three Inches. Consider 
able fall plowing was done last year, 
and this, with the summer fallow, U 
already seeded, so that practically 
wheat seeding Is over by this date

HEREVER a group of grizzled 


Union veterans are gathered on 
Memorial day to crown with flags 
and flowers the graves of their 
comrades gone before, the figures 
of the two great Americans In 
evitablj' present themselves in 
imagination 
One is Lincoln, the 


other is Grant. 
With the excep- 


tion of Napoleon and Shakespeare, 
few characters in history have 
been 
to 
exhaustively 
written 


about as the great emancipator, 


but in the American Walhalla a niche near to 
his proclaims the fame of the warrior to whom 
Lee surrendered 


Rarely doeb it happen that a man who earns 


recognition as a» total faihne in life afterward 
achieves exalted success 
This was exactly what 


happened, howe\er, to Uljsses S. Grant, who not 
only struggled through many years of grinding 
and almost hopeless poverty but actually fell into 
such disesteem on account of his inability to 
"make good" at an j thing, that people generally 
were disposed to look upon him as an undesirable 
person to employ. 


There are people still In ing in St Louis who 


remember Grant as a shabby little man who 
brought loads of cordwood into to^n and sold it 
from door to door. He had been a captain in the 
army, but had resigned, and at the period m 
question he li\ed on a farm some distance out of 
St. Louis, on the Gravois road. 


But, in order to make it clear how this state of 


affairs came about, one must go back a few steps 
—in fact, to the boyhood of Grant who was born 
at Point Pleasant, Ohio, April 27, 1«22 
His name 


was Ulysses Hiram 
His mothefl used jokingly 


to say to him 
"Be sure you don't become use- 


less'" Not much is known about his early youth, 
except that at e'ght jears of age he could ride 
horseback standing on one foot 
He had remark- 


able skill with hoises, and a stcry is told of his 
volunteering to bestraddle, at a circus an unman- 
ageable ponj which nobodv else dared tackle At 
the bidding of the ringmaster a large monUey 
jumped up behind him on the horse, and tliencu 
upon his shoulders, holams; on to his hair, but 
he hung ou like grim death, unperturbed 


Another anecdote has, to do with a horse which 


his father sent him to buy 
'How much did jour 


father tell jou to pa/ for if' asked the owner 
of the animal 
'He told me" replied the boy, "to 


offer jou $50, and if jou would not take that to 
make it $55 or e\en $GO if neeessarj ' 


Naturally, the man said that the price of the 


horse was $60 Whereupon the lad added: 'But 
I ha-ie made vp mj mind not to paj you more 
than $50, and you can take that or nothing." 


He got the horse for $50. 
It so happened that Geneial Hamer, the mem- 


ber of congress from that district, was a friend 
of Grant's father, and he took the trouble to 
obtain for Ulysses an appointment at West Point 
In sending in the requisite papers, he mixed up 
the name of Ulysses with that of his brother 
Simpson, so that young Grant found himself put 
down on the roster of cadets as U. S Grant This 
accident earned for him at the Point the nick- 
name of "Uncle Sam"—afterward abbreviated to 
"Sam," by which title of intimacy he was known 
for many years after he left the military academy 


He is described at this period of his career as 


an undersized, awkward youth, much freckled, 
with high spirits, and very careless about his 
dress. 
Many of his fellow-cadets, who prided 


themsehes upon birtli and breeding, manifested 
an inclination to look down upon him, because he 
was only a tanner's son. While at the Point he 
distinguished himself chiefly by his horseman- 
ship and one leap that he made on horseback 
is said to remain to this day an unequaled record 
at the academy 


Scarce was young Grant graduated from West 


Point when he fell m love with a girl named 
Dent, the daughtei of a man who owned consid- 
erable farming property on the Gravois road, not 
far from St Louis 
Her father did not approve 


of the match, but her mother^favored it, and the 
upshot of it was that they became engaged Then 
the Mexican war broke out, in which Grant fought 
with credit, and at the termination of the conflict 
he went back to St Louis and married the young 
lady. 


Six years later, in 1854, he resigned from the 


army, and with this separation from the military 
sen ice began a long struggle against poverty. 
He was unable to hold on to any sort of employ- 
ment, and finally, to help him out, his father-in- 
law offered to gne him 40 acres of the Dent farm, 
on the condition that he would clear the timber 
off of it 
This task he undertook, incidentally 


building a log house of four rooms, m which he 
lived with hib wjfe and children 


It was at this tune that he made a meager liv- 


ing bv hauling wood to town and selling it on 
the streets. Usualh he was dressed in a worn- 
out pri\ate soldier's uniform 
But it is a matter 


of record that lie ne\er lost his cheerfulness, 
though everything he tried seemed foredoomed to 
failure 
He was defeated in his candidacy for 


the place of surveyor of St Louis countv, and his 
later application for appointment as county engi- 
neer was turned down with the simple indorse- 
ment, "Rejected " 


At length he decided to abandon his little farm, 


which he had called by the appropriate name of 
Hardscrabble, and moved with his family to St 
Louis. There he tried the real estate business, 
but, as usual, failed at it. As commonly happens 
when a man is persistently unsuccessful, friends

But soon afterward, 
v,hen the war broke out, he was Ipd to hope that 
it might offer htm some opportunity 
His first 


effort in this direction was to urge a relative to 
furnish the small amount of money necessaiy for 
starting a business of selling biead to the mili- 
tary camp near St Louis 
Meeting Auth a re- 


fusal he went to Spungfield, 111. and asked Gov- 
ernor Yates to give him employment in some 
capacity, it mattered not what 
The governor 


did not look tiponxh1c3 application with much 
fa\or, but finally directed tliat he be hired at ?3 
a da> to do odd jobs at Camp Yates 


Little as lie could have imagined it, however, 


a new da> was about to dawn upon the fortunes 
of Captain Grant as he was then called. Theis 
was In camp at Mattoon a very unruly regiment 
of volunteers, the Twenty-first Illinois infantry, 
which seemed likely to be disbanded because of 
Its unwillingness to submit to discipline Grant, 
after all, was a West Pointer, and any real knowl- 
edge of military matters was just then at a high 
piemium 
He was asked if he cared to under- 


take the job of commanding the regiment in ques- 
tion, and promptly accepted the offer, becoming 
its colonel. 


It did not take1 him long to get the regiment 


into shape. Anybody who attempted to dispute 
his authority was soon sorry for it. In July he 
had orders to transfer his command to Alton. 
The regiment refused to ride on the freight cars 
provided for its transportation, and he made the 
men march all the way 
He would not even al- 


low them to get aboard a freight train when one 
came along. 


Modesty was always a marked trait of this 


military commander. When, some time before 
the e\ents just nairated, a friend urged him to 
applj for the colonelcy of a regiment, he said 
"Few men are able to command 1,000 soldiers, 
and I am sure I am not one of those " Aud yet 
the day \\as to arrive before very long when ho 
would command a million men 
When asked, 


three years later, "What sort of a man Is 
Grant'" Abraham Lincoln replied. 
"He is the 


quietest little fellow YOU ever saw.« He makes 
the least fuss of any man you ever knew. I be- 
lieve two or three times he has been In this 
room quite a while before I knew he was here 
It's about so all around 
The only evidence you 


have that he's In an> place is that he makes 
things git! Wherever he is he makes things 
more " 


In later years, particularly after he became 


president, Grant was careful about his attire, but 
during the Civil war he preserved that indiffer- 
ence to costume which had marked him while at 
M est Point 
In the Vicksburg campaign he wore, 


in place of the usual military hat and gold cord, 
an old battered "stovepipe," such as the average 
private soldier in his army would not have picked 
up in the street. 
In his mouth was always a 


black cigar, and he seemed to be perpetually 
smoking 
A friend of his, in excuse, said: "Such 


a stovepipe as Grant's should be allowed to 
smoke " 


J R Ringwalt, author of the "Anecdotes of 


General Grant," says that he was never wounded, 
though he constantly and even recklessly exposed 
himself 
He was not merely brave, but insensi- 


ble to danger 
Of his war horse, Cincinnatus, he 


was devotedly fond. On one occasion, while rid- 
ing through a piece of woods in Virginia during 
a brisk engagement, he and Colonel Dent were 
obliged to cross a brook at a place where the 
fire of the enemy was concentrated and mur- 
derous 
A piece of telegraph wire had got twist- 


ed around the oft hind foot of Cincinnatus, and 
Grant dismounted and untwisted it, examining 
the leg in a leisurely and deliberate manner, not- 
withstanding the protests of his companion. 
Then, having mounted again, he said 
"Dent, 


when you have got a horse you think a good 
deal of, you should never take any chances with 
him 
If that wire had been left there a littla 


longer, the animal would have gone dead lame, 
and he might peihaps have beon ruined for life ' 


To which Dent replied 
"I am your biothiM in- 


law, 
and want no favors on that account but 1 


fchall insiGt upon looking after youi personal 
safety, and if vou are hull 1 will try to do better 
by you than jou did by HIP in Mexico" 


This was an allubion to a happening during the 


Mexican war, \\hen Dent, liaMn<; been wounded, 
was picked up by Grant and laid for bafotv upon 
a flat-topped wall the idea being that Grant 
should conic back for him later 
Unfortunately, 


Dent rolled oft the wall and broke two or throe 
ribs, being much worse hurt thereby than by the 
shot that had hit him 


During the siege of Richmond, it Is related, 


Grant was making an inspection of the docks at 
City Point, and stopned to look at a couple of 
negroes who were trying to roll a barrel of bacon 
aboard a boat. 
They were unable to move it, 


and a young lieutenant, standing by, said: 


"Push harder, you niggers, or go get another 


man to help you " 


The Commander-in-chief of the armies of the 


United States thereupon rolled up his sleeves and 
helned roll the barrel aboard the boat, wiped his 
hands on his handkerchief, and walked away. It 
was not until later that the lieutenant, to his 
great mortification, learned who the man was 


Abraham Lincoln once remarked 
"Grant is 


the first general I've had I'll tell you what I 
mean 
You know how it'g been with all the rest. 


As soon ' I put a man In command of the army 
he'd com to me with the plan of a campaign, 
and about as much as say, 'I don't believe I 
can do it but if vou say so I'll try it on'—and so 
put the responsibility of failure or success upon 
me 
They all wanted me to be the general. 


Now, It ijn't so with Grant 
He hasn't told me 


what his plans are. I don't know, and I don't 
want to know 
I am glad to find a man who ran 


go ahead without me " 


A senator's son in one of the departments in 


Washington drank hard and was discharged His 
friends gave him up as hopeless, and he came 
pretty near to the gutter. Then lie reformed, and 
struggled hard for years to support his family. 
President Grant heard about the case, and sent 
for him 
He said: "I want to help you. What 


can I do for you'" 


"I want work," replied the young man 
"You 
,'iall have it. Where would you prefer 


to go—in aew scenes or old'" 


"Send me, sir, where I left a blackened record. 


I could be useful in my former position " 


Grant gave him a note to the secretary of the 


department, asking that the young man be rein- 
stated 
But soon he came bark, saying 
"Tha 


secretary oent out word that my application 
would go on file" Whereupon the president, with 
some show of anger, remarked- 
"You can't put 


jour wife and children on file, can you''" and 
gave him another note, sajing 
"Present this m 


person, and bring me an answer" The answer, 
duly returned, was "No vacancies." Grant wrote 
in red ink across the face of the note 
"Make a 


vacancy, or I will " But, strange to say, even 
this did not accomplish any result 


No further notes were exchanged, but on tho 


next day, after the cabinet meeting, the president 
tapped the secretary on the shoulder, and said to 
him. 
"Whom would you recommend as your 


successor'" 


The secretary, having no alternative, wrote his 


resignation 
As for the young man, it is related 


that he "made good," and rose to a position of 
honor ant^dlgnlty In the world.

The writer has just returned from 


an extensive trip through, the Prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 


. 
Alborta, In Western Canada. The crop 
conditions are the very. best,, and no 
one locality seems to have an advan- 
tage over another In this respect. The 
uniformity in growth Is remarkable, 
and In all parts of the three provinces 
spring -wheat at the time of writing, 
May 10th, la well above the ground 
from two to three Inches. 
Consider- 


able fall p'lowlng was done last-year, 
and this, with the summer fallow, la 
already seeded, so that practically 
wheat seeding Is over by this dote. 
Everywhere the farmers are busy and

your wife and children on file, can you?" and 
gave him'another note, saying:

• person, and bring me an answer."

. duly returned, was "No vacancies." Grant wrote 
in red ink across the face of the note: "Make a 
vacancy, or I will."

this did not accomplish any result. 


No further notes were exchanged, but on the 


next day, after the cabinet meeting, the president 
tapped the secretary on the shoulder, and said to 
him:

successor?"

While silage is an excellent 
eed for dairy stock, it should be com- 
bined with some other leguminous 
feed' such as clover, cow peas, or 
alfalfa, owing to its insufficient pro- 
ductive quality. 


The leguminous material will tend 


to correct the deficiencies'of the si- 
lage in dry matter, protein, and min- 
eral constituents. 
A ration of silage 


and, say alfalfa hay alone Is satis- 
factory, however, only for cows which 
are dry or giving only a small amount 
of milk or for heifers and bulls. 
Cows in full milk require some con- 
centrated feed in addition to hay 
and silage, as they can not consume 
enough of these feeds to keep up a 
large flow of ,milk and maintain 
body weight. 


The amount of silage to feed a 


cow will depend upon the capacity 
of the animal to consume the feed. 
She should be fed as much as she 
will clean up without waste when 
consumed along with her hay and 
grain. 
Raise or lower the amount 


until the proper quan'ty is aeertain- 
ed. Generally speaking, a good cow 
should be fed just short of the limit 
of her appetite. If she refuses any 
of her feed it should be reduced at 
once. The small breeds will eat 25 
or 30 pounds per day; the larger 
breeds 40 or more; and the medium 
sized ones amounts varying between. 


Ironclad 
directions for feeding 


cows can not be given. In general, 
however, they should be supplied 
with all the roughage they will clean 
up with grain in proportion to but- 
terfat produced. 
The hay will or- 


dinarily will range between 5 and 12 
pounds per cow ,per day when fed in 
connection with silage. 
For Hoi- 


steins 1 pound of concentrates for 
each four pounds of milk produced 
will prove about right. 
For Jerseys 


1 pound for each 3 pounds of milk 
or less will come nearer meeting the 
requirements. 
The grain for other 


breeds will vary between these two 
according to thei quanity of milk 
produced. 
A good rule is to feed

The time to feed silage is dir 


ectly after milking or at least several 
hours before milking. 
If fed im 


mediately before milking the silage 
odors may pass through the COW'E 
body into the milk. 
Besides, the 


milk may receive some taints directly 
from the stable air. On the othei 
hand, if feeding is done subsequen 
to milking, the volatile silage odors 
will have been thrown off before the 
next milking hour. Silage is usually 
fed twice a day. 


Calves may be fed silage as soon 


as they are old enough to eat it 
It is probably of greater importance 
that the silage be free from mold 
or decay when given to calves than 
when given to mature stock. 
They 


may be given all the silage they 
will cat up clean at all times. Year- 
ling calves will consume about one 
half as much as mature stock; tha 
is, from fifteen 
to Iwenty Jnori] 


pounds a day. When supplementec 
with some good leguminous hay 
little, if any, grain will be required 
to keep the calves in a thrifty grow 
ing condit'on. 


One of the most trying seasons o 


the year for the dairy cow is the 
latter part of summer and early fall 
At this season the pastures are often 
short or dried up, and in such case 
it is a common mistake of dairymen 
to let their cows drop off in flow o 
milk through lack of feed. 
Late 


they find it impossible to restore thi 
milk flow, no matter how the cows 
are fed. 
Good dairy pract'xie de 


mands that the milk flow be main 
taincd at a high level at all time: 
from partuurition to to drying off 
It becomes necessary therefore, tc 
.supply some feed to take the plac 
of grass. 
The easiest way to do 


this is by means of silage. Silage i 
cheaper and considerably more con 
veint to use than soil crops. 


The amounts to feed will depen< 


upon the condition of the pastures 
varying all the way from ten pound 
to a full winter feed of 40 pounds 
It should be remembered in thi 
connection that silage contains 
low percentage of protein, so tha 
the greater amount of silage fe 
the greater must be the amount o 
protein in the supplementary feed 
to properly balance the ration.

RFPECT OF OATS ON 


FLAVOR OP MILK 


It has been assertld by some dia- 


rymen that the feeding of crushed 
oats lo cows will improve the flavor 
of milk. 
To ascertain the correct- 


ts of this theory a serifs of ex- 


periments was made by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the Unitet 
States Department of Agriculture 
at the experimental dairy farm a' 
Beltsville, Md., Six cows were used 
in the experiment; three were fed a 
grain ration of corn meal, bran, anc 
cottonseed meal; the other three 
were fed a grain mixture of five 
parts crushed oats and one part cot' 
tonseed meal. 
A number of samples 


of milk from the cows fed 
these 


rations, were submitted to various 
persons in the dairy division anc 
they were asked to indicate their 
preference. 
In all 50 opinions were 


passed on various samples. Of these 
16 showed a preference for the milk 
from cows fed on crushed oats, 25 
preferred that from the bran am 
corn ration, while 9 expressed no 
choice. 
The results show that in 


these rations, not only was there no 
marked difference in favor of the 
crushed oats as a feed to improve 
flavor, but, 
if anything, the ration 


containing bran and corn was more 
successful in producing a fine-flavor 
ed milk. 


A Terrible Weapon. 


A new weapon has been provide( 


for the United States army which is 
far more efficient than any heretofore 
adopted. It was invented and is use< 
by the French military authorities 
and already nearly 100 have been 
purchased by the United States. The 
new gun, which is described in the 
June Popular Mechanics Magazine 
weighs but thirty-five pounds and can 
easily be carried by a soldier. 'Twi 
men are required to operate it, both

A biography of Villa compiled by 


the Boston Transcript and read by 
Senator Lodge.,in. tbp United States 
senate supplies the following facts:

Nieves in tho state of Durango about 
tho year 1&G&. He is wholly unedu- 
catedj being unable to read and barely 
able to sign his name. About tho 
year 1882, when only fourteen years 
of age, he was sentenced to a term of 
Imprisonment for cattle: stealing. On 
his discharge he settled in the- mining 
camp of Quanaceyi, where a few 
.months .later he underwent another 
sentence of Imprisonment for homi- 
cide. When he came out of prison for 
the second time he organized a band 
of robbers, which had their hoadquar- 
i;ers in the mountainous region of "Pe- 
rico" in the state of Durango, and 
were the terror of all that district.

A: Terrible' Weapon. 


A new weapon_has been provided 


for the United-States army which is 
far more efficient than any heretofore 
adopted. It was invented and is used 
by the French military authorities, 
and already nearly 100 have been 
purchased by the United States. The 
new gun, which is described, in. the 
June Popular Mechanics 'Magazine, 
weighs but thirty-five pounds and can.

year's board and room is $168. Of 


course many would say that this Is 
too small. This would allow $2.50 a 
week, or 36 cents a day, fer food, and 
one dollar a week for the room. Board 
and room of course are the chief 
items. 


The estimate for clothes for the en- 


tire year is conservatively placed at 
$125. This would allow nothing but 
the bare necessities and would exclude 
all fancy dressing. 


The laundry bill, allowing 50 cents 


a week, would total $25 for the year. 


The doctor and dentist bill is placed 


at five dollars. 


Contributions to a church or soci- 


ety is placed at one dollar. 


Spending money, including the cost 


of amusements, is placed at 30 cents a 
week, or $15 during the year. 


Incidentals are placed at $25, which 


Is an absurdly Email estimate. For 
example, if the girl had a ride on the 
car, spending 10 cents every day, the 
expense for the year would total 
$36.50. The incidental fund, therefore, 
which Includes the thousand and one 
methods in which money might be 
spent, extravagantly or necessarily, 
amounts to less than seven cents a 
day.

some germ, and before beginning work 
the hands of the workers are carefully 
sterilized. The eggs are candled, and 
each one is broken m a cup so that 
should it not be right the others will 
not be contaminated. When a worker 
breaks a bad egg, tho sterilization of 
the hands must be gone through again 
and all the implements made use of in 
opening the eggs again cleaned. When 
the cans are filled the eggs are frozen 
and aie kept in this state, until they 
are to be used by the baker.

shadowing for the time being the trail 
of murder, plunder and outrage which 
maps his field of operation. 


Murder, plunder and outrage are 


Villa's specialties. He was reared that 
way, and Increasing opportunities 
have made him a master hand In the 
business. To Americans his career Is 
worth studying in connection with his 
published appeal to the United Stains 
to raise the embargo on war material 
and the certainty that with constitu- 
tionalist success he will sit close to If 
not actually la the presidential chair 
of Mexico. 


Villa's Start In Life. 


A biography ot Villa compiled by 


tho Boston Transcript and read by 
Senator Lodge In the United States 
senate supplies the following facts: 


Francisco Villa was born at Las 


Nieves in the state of Durango about 
the year 1$68. He is wholly unedu- 
cated, being unable to read and barely 
able to sign his name. About the 
year 1882, when only fourteen years 
of age, he was sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment for cattle stealing. On 
bis discharge he settled in the mining 
camp of Guanacevi, where a few 
months later he underwent another 
sentence of imprisonment for homi- 
cide. When he came out of prison for 
the second time he organized a band 
of robbers, which had their headquar- 
ters in tho mountainous region of "Pe- 
rico" In the state of Durango, and 
were the terror of all that district 


In the year 3907 he was in partner- 


ship with one Francisco Roza, stealing 
cattle in Chihuahua and selling them 
in the United States, and then steal-

ing mules and horsps in the United 
States, and selling them in Chihuahua 
In consequence of toine disagreement 
he shot and killed Reza in broad day- 
light, while sitting in the plaza In lha 
City of Chihuahua. During the early 
part of November, 1910, he attacked 
the factory of a Mr. Soto, In Allcndp, 
state of Chihuahua, and killed the 
owner 
By threatening the latter's 


daughter he forced her to show where 
she had hidden a sum of $11,000, which 
ha stole and used lor arming a consid- 
erable force. 
He then joined Ma- 


dero's revolution, uniting his band 
with Urbma's column 
In January, 


1911, he was at Casas Grandes, Chi- 
huahua, where he killed Carlos Ala- 
toj-re and Luis Oritz for refuting to 
pay him the money he demanded for 
their ransom. At Batopilas, state of 
Chihuahua, la February of the same 
year he tortured a lady named Senora 
Maria de la Luz Gomez until he mado 
her pay him $30,000. She died from 
tho effects of the barbarous treatment 
she received 


Outrages at Juarez. 


When Cludad Juarez was taken 


from the federals In May, 1913, he 
killed Senor Ignacio Gompz Oyola, a 
man of over sixty years of age, under 
the following circumstances. 
Having 


sent for him, Villa asked whether he 
had any arms In his house, and on 
saying he had not, Villa, "who was 
seated on a table," drew his revolver 
and shot him dead. After rifling the 
corpse of money and valuables It was 
thrown Into the street 


After the triumph of the revolution, 


Villa, In November, 1911, obtained a 
monopoly from the then governor of 
Chihuahua fbr the sale of meat in the 
city of Chihuahua, -which he procured 
by stealing cattle from the neighbor- 
ing farms. Suspecting one of his sub-

his wife, who tried to defend him. Vil- 
la personally kicked her In the face a* 
she lay on the dead body of her bus* 
band. He also himself killed a Senoi 
Ramos, secretary of the court ot flrst 
Instance. 


Mmticre it Casai Qrandes. 


In July, 1913, Villa took CasaM 


Grandes, Chihuahua, and shot mor* 
than 80 noucombatants, violating sev« 
eral young girls, amongst them tw6 
young ladies named Castillo. 


He attacked and took the town ofl 


San Andres, which wan held by th*| 
federals, In September, 1913, shoottngi 
many peaceable residents and more) 
than 150 prisoners, many of tbea* b*i 
ing women and children. In ihootlngj 
these people, In order to economlMl 
cartridges, ho placed one behind th«i 
other up to five at one time, very tewj 
of them being killed outright. The 
bodies of the dead and wounded weret 
then 
soaked 
with petroleum and{ 


thrown Into bonfires prepared for thej 
purpose. The prisoners were forced) 
themselves to make the bonfire and! 
cover with petroleum tbe rest of tho> 
victims. 


After this he went to the small town, 


of Carretag, where he took prisoner ai 
man of more than seventy years of 
ago, nnmc'd Jose Dolores Moreno, de- 
manding from him a ransom of $200. 
AH ho could not pay Villa killed him 
with his own hand. 


All His Prisoners Shot. 


On September 29, 1913, Villa, hat- 


ing overpowered a force of over 600* 
federals commanded by General AIrl-1 
rcz at Avllea, fifteen kilometers front 
Torreon, had every prisoner shot

Having obtained from Villa 


himself safe conducts to leave by 
truln for the border, the train in which 
they were was caught up at Mont*- 
zuina by a locomotive in which were 
several officers in Villa's confidence, 
headed by an ex-Maderlsta deputy 
called Miguel Baca Ronqulllo, who 
took them from the train and shot 
them In the presence of tho passen- 
gers. 


Broken HydropUne at Sea. 


A broken hydroplane wan picked up 


at sea off tho north coast of Scotland 
about a week ago by the trawler lord 
Durllam, when outward bound for the 
fihhing off the Karoe islands. The por- 
tion 'JB about ]8 fret in length, but 
there are no Identification marks. It 
)ian been deposited with tho receiver 
of wrecks at Grlmsby. There appears 
to be some mystery In connection with 
tho matter. The admiralty have sta- 
tions in Orkney and at Cromarty, but 
so far as IB known publicly thero ha* 
been no accident of a kind to leave a 
portion of a hydroplane floating In the 
water.

SALT WATER MORE BUOYANT 


Considerable Difference Between the 


Freeh Liquid of the Rivers and 


That of the Oceans. 


A Chinese lad dropped his ball In a 


narrow hole and could not get It out, 
according to a writer In the Illustrated 
Sunday Magazine. So he poured wa- 
ter In the hole, thinking that he would 
float the ball to the surface. As the 
ball was slightly heavier than water, 
It remained on the bottom. • Then he 
thought of mixing salt with the water, 
as he knew that salt water would float 
denser objects than fresh. 
This he 


did, and was rewarded with the float- 
Ing ball. 
This particular fact Is demonstrated 


at the mouths of rivers. Objects roll- 
ing along the bottom of a fretsh river, 
too heavy to come to the top, will rise 
when they are carried out to sea. Tho 
general rule also applleo to floating 
bodies. For Instance, a ship with a 
cargo on the sea will sink (sometimes 
a foot on entering a fresh water port. 
On the other hand. If she leaves a 
fresh water port with her cargo, Bh« 
will rise when entering the ocean. So 
a ship may be loaded apparently too 
much at a whr.rf and still bo all right 
on the waves. 
In building a dam the fact that salt 


water is heavier than fresh must, 
bo taken into consideration, and th«- 
dam for the same head must bo a good' 
deal stronger; this too without taking 
Into .consideration the 
beating 01 


waves, etc. .

It is believed to be the world 3 


greatest factory and the most nearly 


• perfect factory as well. It Is intend- 
ed'to be a/model to manufacturers. 
Its designers sought to provide It 
with every means of economizing 
effort, insuring .safety 'and securing 


„„.„„„„. 
: The- new structure'-consists of a 


main building 505 feet in length, with four wings, 
oach 296 feet-In length. A.blrdseye view of the 
building would give.,;It the appearance of a gigan- 
tic comb, spreading'its four, teeth, over a great 
area. The wings at the northern and southern 
ends are 'six stories-, in height 'and 67 feet In 
wiclthr while those in- the center are five stories 
in height and 63 £eet In width. : 
:The exterior Is of sandstone and the sides and 


ends of the wings are devoted almost entirely to 
windows, with the glass set. in metal sashes. It 
has been estimated .that 32,000 large panes of 
glass 
find resting places in the''windows of 


the building. The total floor area of the building 
Is 476,700 square feet and the cubical contents 
are about 7,000,000 square feet.

One of the principal features of this medical 


.supervision Is with relation to the workers who 
! become affected with tuberculosis, and this is a 
'serious problem in every factory. Tuberculosis 


develops stealthily and there is often a tendency 
on the part of the family physician to allow the 
victim to remain in ignorance of his condition. 
The bureau holds ,that this is an error, for if 
action is taken in time the disease may be cured 
and the patient must know of his or her.condi- ; 
tion in order to act at once. 
. ' 


So whenever the attending physician at tha 


bureau observes a worker who looks as though 
he were developing tuberculosis an examination 
Is made. If it is found that the disease actually 
exists the facts are set forth and the proper rec- 
ommendations-made. 
The government; has in 


New Mexico a hospital for the care of men of -the 
navy wEo ufevelop tuberculosis, and the bureau 
of engraving and printing is attempting to get an 
appropriation through congress that will provide 
for the enlargement of this- hospital and for the 
admission into it of. persons contracting tubercu-. 
losls while working in the various government 
departments. 
There are lunch-rooms in each wing of the 


mammoth building, and the 4,000 employes will 
have every convenience in obtaining their meals. 
The majority of the lunch-rooms' are on the. .top 
floors, where there are most sunshine 'and air, 
and most of them are so located that the lunchers 
may pass into the two spacious.roof gardens, the 
latter'being on the two central wings of the.

The workers of the- bureau of engraving and 


printing have come to be known as the world's 
model working force. They ;.manufacture enough 
paper money. each day to carpet a five-acre tract 
and the same force turns out enough postage 
stamps to stick on every men of a six-acre sur- 
face.. Eleven -acres might be covered with the 
' revenue stamps they turn out each day. Of the 


4,000 employes there 'are 200 more women than 
men. 
. 
It' i& • a noteworthy fact that such enormous' 


quantities of securities are produced year after 
year at'the bureau of engraving and printing with- 
out a loss of one cent- to the government. None 
of the employes Is bonded. The work Is so han- 
dled and accounted for that any shortage can be 
immediately traced to the last person handling a 
given piece of work. Employes .are not permitted 
by -the watchmen to leave the building during the_ 
lunch hour nor at any time during the day except 
by pass signed by the chief of the division, who 
certifies that the work of the employe is correct.- 
Each employe is therefore careful to account for 
each sheet entrusted to his care, for he'knows if 
it is lost he has to pay for Its face value. 


The workers who are responsible^for the money 


and .stamps manufacturer? report to the bureau at 
eight o'clock each morning and perform eight 
hours' service. 
The highest paid man In .the 


bureau is the director, who receives $6,600 per 
annum. The employes generally receive from as 


.little as $320 a year to a maximum of $2,100. The 


majority of women work as counters or upon 
stamp perforating machines and taey receive 
from $500 to $700 a year.

,was an unofficial jand. »un?oliqtte)d 
statement seat presumably from the 
promoters themselves 
The Depart- 


ment attaches no importance whatso- 
ever to this statement 
a has aio 


reason to believe in the efficiency ot 
any proprietary cure for hog chol- 
era and does not recommend any. 
Under certain, conditions it urges 
farmers to protect their stock with 
ant)i-hog-cholera serum but that 
all. 


In connection with this attempt it 


may be said that the medicine, wJi 
is- now put f01 ward as good, for hogs 
-was advertised some time ago as a 
means of killing tuberculosis, typhoid 
and cancer germs, according to an 
artucle published in the Journal oi 
the American Medical Association.

a" co-operative packing plant has been 
started goes to-La Crosse, and is the 
opening wedge to scores of towns all 
over the country, according to F. A. 
S.'Price, chairman of the national or- 
'ganization committee, and third vice 
president of the American Society of 
Equity. 


An organization, under the co-oper- 


ative laws of Wisconsin, has already 
been effected at La Crosse, with a 
capitalization 
of $250,000, of which 


$100,000 has already been subscribed 
and most of. which has been paid in. 


The company Is buying the Langdon- 


Bpyd packing plant, which Mr. Price 
said is. worth about $175,000, and is 
securing it at a bargain of 5123,000, in- 
cluding all assets, physical and vol- 
untary. 
It has a capacity of 1,000 


hogs a week; and 500 head of cattle. 
It Is contemplated to provide a cold 
storage plant, which will provide a 
capacity of 600 hogs a day, with ex- 
cellent storage facilities. 


No more than ?1,000 worth of stock 


is permissible to one man, and but 
one vote is allowed. This, together 
•with the fact that the executive com- 
mittee is composed of two business 
men and five farmers, guarantees con- 
trol of the company to the farmer. 


It is known as the Farmers' Co- 


operative company of La Crosse, and 
has- 
for its president Ira M. J. Chryst 


of Hudson, who is also president of 
the American Society of Equity. 


The American Society of Equity, 


Mr. Price points out, has for its policy 
assistance in securing for the farmer 
Just and profitable prices for farm 
products. He further says the society 
has been very successful in its grain 
exchange, wool growers' exchange at 
Minneapolis and tobacco growing de- 
partments in Kentucky.

HUERTA TO WITHDRAW 


Dictator Will Turn Government Over 


to Board, With Constitutionalists 


in the Majority—American 


Troops to Leave Mexico.

Mediators in the Mexican controversy 
have reached a complete agreement on 
all points and have submitted tliolr 
recommendations to President Wilson, 
Secretary Bryan and to Vicloriana 
Huerta In Mexico City. 


Representatives of Argentina, Bra- 


zil and Chile, Frederick Lehmann and 
Justice Lamar, representatives of the 
United States and the three envoys 
sent by Huerta, are extremely happy 
over what they regard'as a definite, 
equitable settlement of the difficulty. 


Here are the terms of agreement 


reached by .the mediators: 


1. A provisional government is to 


be placed in charge of Mexico. It is 
to consist of five men and to be rep- 
resentative of all factions, with con- 
stitutionalists in the majority. 


2. The government of the 
U. S. 


pledges itself to recognize this pro- 
visional government and also pledges 
to that government 'Its moral support. 


3. American troops are to 
leave 


Mexico; they are to evacuate Vera 
Cruz the moment the provisional gov- 
ernment is established and operative. 


4. Huerta is to remain in power 


during the organization of the provi- 
sional government and is to officially 
turn over to the provisional govern- 
ment the government of Mexico. 


5. Provisions are made for an elec- 


tion at a certain period of time after 
the establishment of the provisional 
government at which a president and 
other officers are to fee chosen.

Vera Cruz, cabled this information to 
the state department, and it also was 
reported from other sources to the 
war department that arms consigned 
to Huerta had-been landed at Puerto 
Mexico from the German steamer Ba- 
varia.

Puerta Mexico being an open port and 
the United States having agreed to a 
suspension of UostilitieH during thfl 
mediation of the Mexican imbroglio at 
Niagara Falls.

straining the city from'-.enforbing- its 
ordinance requiring the :coal dealers 
to weigh coal: on the "city'scales. Last 
October, the city council- passed an 
ordinance requiring fall 'coal-'dealers 
to weigh their coal on. the city ecales. 
Jt was a measure that had been talk^ 
ed of for some years and each time 
it was brough't up, it- was successful- 
ly talked to death. Upon its passage^ 
the coal dealers of the city, D.; Horn- 
stock,; Chas. Woolley and the Brltt- 
ingham '& ;HIxph Lumber company 
agreed "to refuse to obey it and'tb test 
it out. In pursuance of this policy 
they sold coal weighed on their owli 
scales. City" Attorney. Z. S: Rice; up- 
on a police complaint, had each of 
the coal dealers arrested, including 
t). Hemstoek, whose daughter he was 
marrying in about a' week. This sit- 
uation had a! human interest side 
and the story .of Mr. Rice's, arrest of 
his prospective ' father-in-law, was 
widely circulated in the papers of the 
country. .While Mr. Rice was away 
on his wedding trip, Attorney R. B. 
Graves took, charge of Mr. Rice's side 
of the case and has since been identi- 
fied with it, 
' 
-:.The defendants were found guil- 
tyi of violating the ordinance in jus- 
tice court. An action was then com- 
menced, "after a conference of attor- 
neys, for an injunction restraining 
the city from enforcing the ordinance 
Judge Higbee heard the case and de- 
cided for the city and denied the plain 
tiffs their injunction, and upon ap- 
peal, the supreme court confirmed 
Judge Higbee's decision. The case 
was watched by all.coal dealers thru- 
out the state of Wisconsin, because' 
it establishes beyond question the 
right-of.a city to force its coal deal- 
ers to weigh on city scales.
